Harmonics of the 3,5 am! 7 Mes, band fell in every TV chanel, The 6th 
hermenic of a 14 Lies. signal falls on channel 6 frequency. The 3ré md 4th 
harmonic of a 21 hes. signol will interfer on channels 3 and 6 respectively 
and the 9th hermonic cn chennel 10, On 28 Nes, it is the 3rd and 7th 
harmonies which do the canage en channels 6 anc 10, Harmenics from the 
3.5 Mes and 7 Mes. band whese frequencies foll sbcve 54 Mes are usunlly of 
such high crder thnt they ere of rather low amplitude, although they may be 
strong enough to interfere if the TV receiver is guitie close to the omateur 
transmitter, Low orcer harmenics up to the sixth -re usuelky the most 
difficult to clininste.
